CITY HALL, March 3, 1911. 

To THB Honorable, the Council and the Citizens of New Rochellb: 

Herewith presented is the annual report of the Comptroller for the year 1910: 

The revenue of the City was $969,105.61 and the cost of the City was $1,172,- 
416.94, an excess of cost over revenue of $203,311.33. Htidng 1909 the revenue 
was $794,877.91 and the cost of the City was $960,064.40, an excess of cost over 
revenue oi $ 165,186.49. 

$657,724.19 was borrowed, and $315,194.26 of loans wfs repaid, an excess of 
loans over repayments of loans of $342,530.23. 

The current deficit of the City at December 31, 1910, was $247,275.53, an 
increase of $ 182,904.34 over the current deficit at December 31, 1909, which 
was $64,371.19. Items of $76,000.00 of overdue Tax Certificates were included 
in the 1911 Budget; the Department of Public Works has levied $68,302.10 of 
special assessments; and the Administration intends to bond the $26,252.82 
construction certificates. These items will decrease the deficit to the extent of 
$ 170,554.92 less increases in * the deficit during the same period. 

There were $228,921.00 bonds sold and $85,000.00 bonds redeemed, a net 
increase of the Funded Debt during 1910 of $ 143,921.00 to $2,499,658.46; and there 
was a net increase of the Sinking Ftmd of $20,842.20 to $225,335.29. 

The available appropriated funds increased $139,230.90 to $466,134.17.

All the comparative figures in this report are upon the basis of the provisions 
of the new Charter, which made many sweeping changes in the financial system 
of the City. The finances of the City embrace two almost independent subdivisions. 
One is the Funded Debt and Sinking Fund, which is only slightly under the control 
of any one administration, its condition being the result of the acts of .a number of 
administrations. The other subdivision comprises all the current accoimts: cash, 
appropriated funds, unpaid audited vouchers, current taxes, special assessments 
and certificates of indebtedness, all of which are under the control of the current 
administration, which is responsible for the amount of the current revenue and the 
cost of the City and the current financial condition of the City. 

The current financial condition of the City is shown in the Current Balance 
Sheet, which is accompanied by schedules of details. The current financial trans- 
actions of the City are shown in the statement of Receipts and Expenditures, 
which is accompanied by schedules of details. 

During the year I have simplified the accounting system of the City as much 
ad p)06sible and have also simplified the form of the annual report. In presenting 
the figures of prior years for the purpose of comparison, I have presented them on 
the present basis of accounting and reporting. I have also segregated all the 1907 
accounts and reported them separately, so that the figures of the cost of the City 
for 1908, 1909 and 1910 herewith presented comprise only the transactions pertain- 
ing to the particular year. I have also eliminated the item of redemption of bonds 
from the cost of the city, as it is not part of the cost {Although generally so considered; 
it is a partial repajrment of loans. This changes the grouping of figures and totals as 
shown in former reports, but the significance of the comparisons is greatly increased. 

The figures of 1910 are substantially limited to the financial operations of that 
year. The Comptroller's Voucher Register was held open until about January 
20, both in 1910 and 1911, so that practically all the December charges of each year 
appear in the report of the proper year. The City has paid its bills during the entire 
year with the utmost commercial promptness. 

The provisions of the new Charter furnish an excellent financial system, and 
so far as can be seen from six months' operation, our present financial system will 
be of great benefit to the City. 

The continued large increase in the interest account, which increased $ 19,295.16 
to $ 122,362.50, should be noted. This is the payment of more than $ 400.00 every

business day for interest alone, and is over 10% of the entire cost of the City. More 
is paid out each year for Interest, than for the Department of Public Works, Police 
Department, Fire Department, Department of Health and Department of Charities 
all together. The annual interest payments now amount to more than one-fifth 
as much as the expenses of all the Administrative Offices and Operating Depart- 
ments together. 

While a certain amount of Funded Debt and the payment of a reasonable 
amount of interest annually may be more or less expedient in a growing dty, the 
payment of too much interest, especially on short term loans, is not in accordance 
with sound business principles. The taxpayers must sooner or later pay the cost 
of the city, and the deferring of pa3rments on temporary loans from year to year 
when there is a current deficit, merely adds the burden of interest to the taxpayers. 
Every hundred dollars that should go into the Tax Levy of a year and is left for 
the next year or administration becomes one hundred and six dollars the next year. 

In accordance with the views expressed in my two preceding reports, I again 
suggest the advisability of an annual general examination by a Certified Public 
Accountant in general practice of the financial records and procedure of all the 
offices of the City handling general revenue and expenditures. 

Attention should be called to the fact that the present City Hall is wholly 
inadequate. A new City Hall is an immediate necessity. Before a new building 
can be built it will be impossible properly to carry on the business of the City in the 
present building. In addition to this the danger from fire is very great. If the 
building should bum down, the financial records, under the present conditions, 
would probably be destroyed, and the loss to the commimity would be more than 
the cost of a new City Hall.

December 2, 1699. "In a general meting of all the inhabitans of this town 
according Justice Dingley's warrant. Peter Le Roux heretofore Constable hass 
been discharged and Robert Bloomer hass been named in his place for to exercise 
the said Charge of Constable and that nemini Contradissente. In the same as- 
semblee Peter frederick and Joseph Debane have been named for to be surveyors 
about the fences in all the plantations of this Place for to preserve the Peace." 

March 1, 1700. "In a general assembly of all the Inhabitans of New Ro- 
chelle. In vertu of a warrant by James Mot Justice of peace dated the 22 of february 
It hath been agreed and ordered by the plurarity of vots that for the good of the 
pleace Esaye Vallau Seiner Paul Beignoux, Peter frederick and Jose Banes shall 
visitt and measure all the Land belonging to the commune of the Inhabitans." 

April 5, 1701. The annual assembly nominated a County Constable, and elected 
three "townmen for to Look and menage the prudencial affaires of the place," an 
assesseur, and two surveyors. 

April 1, 1702. The general assembly "by the plurality of vots have named 
and Constituted Paul Baignoux for be Record of alls our poublick affaires And So 
to keep the publik books for the same." 

April 1, 1704. The townmen certified that they "had examined the book 
give to us by Mr. Paul Beigniou and find that from folio twenty-four to folio 
twenty-eight the book is full and without any erorr defect no less", * * * and by 
that the same Baigniou be discharged, and thank him for his administration." 

April 1, 1704. "Le Premier jour davril mil Sept cent quatre nous habitans 
de la nouvelle Rochelle assembles et octorizes par im warrand du Justice gougeon 
datte du 27 Mars dernier avons nomme pr mesnager nos affaires touchant les terres 
que nous avons en conteste par de la riviere de Rogueson et autres Les personnes de 
messrs gougeon Mercier et Bartelemy le Roux." 

April 1, 1705. "Le premier jour Davril 1706 nous habitans de la nouvelle

April 15, 1737. Last meeting by virtue of a warrant of the Justice of the 
Peace. Last meeting recorded in French. A Constable, Collector, two Assessors, 
two Viewers, two Fence masters, Supervisor, Townman and a Poundmaster were 
elected. 

April 5, 1748. "The 5th Day of April 1748 Being the first tuesday of the said 
month pursuing to an act of ye assembly the inhabitant of New Rochelle have chosen 
the oficiers for this present year viz." A town dark, constable, supervisor, two 
assessors, two overseers of highways, two fence vieurs, a pound master and a colector 
were elected. 

Jime 24, 1783. First town meeting held. 

April 6, 1802. The town clerk was authorized "to provide a chest or trunk 
for the purpose of keeping the town books in."

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April 4, 1815. Commiasionera petitioned the Legislature for authority to 
receive a legacy from William Henderson for building a town house. 

1827. Town House built on the site of the present City Hall. It was moved 
in 1871 and is now on Lawton Street. 

April 1, 1828. At the annual Town Meeting the following officers were elected: 
Supervisor, Town Clerk, three Assessors, Constable & Collector, two Overseers of 
Poor, three Commissioners of Highways, three Conmiissioners of Common Schools, 
three Inspectors of Common Schools, three Fence & damage viewers. Pound Master 
and six Path ^Masters. 

L. 1864, c. 247. Incorporated as a Village. 

1871. Town Hall built. 

L. 1899, c. 128. Incorporated as a City. 

1900. City Hall remodelled. 

L. 1910, c. 659. New Charter.

(a) The redemption of deficiency bonds constitutes a charge upon the tax- 
payers of the particular year for so much of the operating expenses of a prior (year 
as was not charged to and paid by the taxpayers of the year during which the charges 
accrued. For example, the taxpayers are now paying $3,000.00 per year (in re- 
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demption of deficiency bonds), with interest on $54,000.00, on account of the operat- 
ing expenses of the City prior to 1903, and $ 29,000.00 per year (in redemption of 
deficiency bonds), with interest on $ 255,000.00, on account of the operating expenses 
of the city in 1905, 1906 and 1907. 

Because of these deficiencies the taxpayers of 1911 to, say, 1920 (depending 



upon the maturity of the bonds), will be paying part of the operating ( 

the years 1905, 1906 and 1907, while the taxpayers of 1905, 1906 and 1907 did not 

pay in full for the operating expenses which were for their benefit. 

Such deferred payments result in high taxes, not controllable, and by so much 
diminish the power of the City officials to levy taxes that are limited to the amount 
needed for current expenses. 

The interest on deficiency bonds is waste^ thereby differing from interest on 
bonds issued for permanent improvements which are of benefit to taxpayers during 
the time interest \a paid. 

(b) These are payments in excess of the collections of interest on purchased 
taxes; they are paid from the annual taxes. The collections of deferred taxes of 1904, 
.^905 and 1906, principal and interest, are applied to the redemption of overdue 
^hJL Certificates of Indebtedness and interest thereon so far as possible. For details 
see Interest. 

These payments constitute waste, except in so far as there may be collections 
after the redemption of all certificates, as they are interest on operating expenses 
of prior years, the present taxpayers receiving no present benefit from the expen- 
ditures. 

(c) These are only the payments which are in excess of collections applicable 
thereto. A portion of this is waste. Insofar as the assessments are not abated or 
are not uncollectable, but the collections merely deferred, these are only temporary 
deficiencies, and the current taxpayers are only advancing money to finance the 
special assessments of delinquent property owners.

The first meeting was held April 23, 1904. The first money received was on 
June 1, 1904. this being Excise money. The law provides that 5 % of Excise 
moneys, 25 % of Dog Tax, 25 % of fines for violation of the City ordinances, 2 % 
of salaries of the members of the police force, one-half salaries in cases of lost time, 
all fees, gifts, testimonials and emoluments that may be presented, paid or given 
to any member of the police force on account of police service, one-half of all rewards, 
all lost or stolen money unclaimed within one year, proceeds of the sale of unclaimed 
property, and all fines that may be imposed upon members of the regular force for 
violation of rules, shall be paid into the Police Pension Fund. 

No officer is eligible to participate in the benefits unless and until he has served 
five years. The law provides that no participation shall be had until the fund has 
been in existence five years, which period expired in April, 1909. 

The following statement shows that over $21,000.00 have accumulated. 
Only the income from the fund can at any time be drawn upon. Contributions 
are sometimes made by citizens who take that means of expressing appreciation of 
the work done by the Department, and such contributions are always thoroughly 
appreciated.
